Tardemon-spiced ‘steak’ 
puts diner to sleep

HAIFA. -- A customer recently 
walked into a Nazareth restaurant 
and ordered “white steak” (pork. 
After he wos served, he fell 
asleep, However, jt wasn't the alow 
service which caused his unexpec 
ted slumber. Yt turned out that the 
meat he was served came from ἃ 
wild boar, caught with the aid of 

the barbiturate Tardemon. 

This incident ig included in a 
10-page report, “Damage from 
Boars and Its Prevention.” submit- 
ted to the Miniatry of Agriquitare 


partment. The professor, noting that 
the case was the only one recorded 
showing the influence of the drug 
on a human, said that not encugh 
»Tesearch had been conducted to 65. 
tablish the effect on humans who 
eat boars caught with the barbj- 
turate. 


Prof, Mendelsohn’s report opposes 
the continued “controlled use” of 
Tardemon, as he and four other 


members of a committee had 


thoughts about the committee's re- 
commendations, now proposes that 
hunting boars be again permitted. 

Experience in Israel and abroad 
has sbown that hunters can keep 
the boar herds at a manageable 
size and prevent major egricultural 
damage, he said. He suggests that 
Tardemon be used only in border 
avers where security precautions 
prevent huntlog. 

The report supports the argu- 
ments that concessionaires permit- 
ted to use the drug often used 
larger doses than necessary, were 
careless in disposing of the re- 
maing of the animals and went 
after the boars primarily for profit, 
unconcerned with the consequences 
of their action on the ecology and 
agriculture. 


‘Stop all public building 


in the coastal plain’

BEERSHEBA, & Ben-Gurton 
University demography expert bas 
called for the Government to stop 
all public building in the coastal 
Plain for at leust five years to 

achieve population dispersal. 

Dr. Yehuda Grados, head of the 
Geography Department at the Uni- 
versity who has studied the demo. 
graphy of the Negev for the past 
three years, suys strong action is 
mecessary of the Negev and Galilee 
are to grow as the national leaders 
claim they should. 

Dr. Grados hes published statis. 
tical data to show that the Negev 
region has been growing at a dec. 
lining rate and that since David 
Ben-Gurion’s time very little has 
been done for the region by the va- 
rious administrations. 

One of Dr. Grados’s main conten- 
tions 1s that Government figures on 
the Negev are highly intated be- 
cause the Ministry of Interior in- 
cludes in the Southern Region Ash- 
dod und Ashkelon, with more than 
100,000 population. He claims they 


should be included in the coastal 
plain since they are much Closer 
physically to Tel Aviv and are on 
the coast. 

‘The educator claims that not only 
is the area declining in population 
but tt suffers m other areas — such 
ss 2 higher death rate per 1,000 
babies born in Ofakim, Netivot and 
Dimona 85 opposed to other regions 
of the country. 

Dr. Grados says the Negev is 
really “a: second-class state within 
a state,” that the affluency level in 
the region is far below that of any 
other region, including Galilee, He 
also points out that every town in 
the region is still a development 
town. 

He says that more and smaller 
types of industry must be placed 
throughout the Negev as opposed 
to today’s trend of large industrial 
complexes, which suffer from built- 
in employment difficulties if a spe. 
cifie industry is affected. He says 
this is now occuring in the textile 
worka in Dimona, the Timna Cop. 
per Mines in Eilat and the Phos. 
phate Works at Oran.

priate auspices aimed at estab- 
lishing a just and durable peace 
in the fiddle East.” 

The Israeli statement went on: 
“After accepting this resolution 
as part of the agreement which

TEHERAN. —

OPEC held its last summit in 
Algiers. A 14-point resolution 
stipulated that prices be frozen — for 
the time being — provided the 
Western nations agree to reform the 
world monetary system.
